This prac- 
tice is extremely objectionable, not only be- 
cause the quality of the Tea is lowered but 
also because it often arrives at the foreign

ance of this practice will render Teas, ‘sc, 
mixed, subject to a very heavy cut. 

3rd. —The tusufictent Leads which are us 
ed in packing. : By neglecting to have leads 
of sufticient. thickness the ‘Teas arrive at 
thier destination without freshness und fre- 
quetitly out of condition. The proper weight 
of-the lead for a chest is 6} catties and for 
a half-chest 34 catties, 

4th. —The practice which will becondemn- 
ed. by all men as-frauiduleut and unworthy 
of merchants, is that of sending to'the var- 
ious hongs, small inusters from which thé 
coarae leaves have been. picked and the dust 
partly removed, or to which other Tea has 
been added, 

In many instances this séason, the simul 
muster Has proved to be superior to the 
chest-muster ; and the chest-muster to the 
Chop.
